He said that it was virtually impossible that we would 
receive more than our budget (i.e ., no overceiling items) and that a very 
hard look would be taken at our budget as it stands . The Director added 
that since Mr. Russell is on record as saying that he reviews our budget 
very carefully, there may be some cuts just in order to show that this 
is, in fact, being done. The Director felt that R&D was especially 
vulnerable .
